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Beach fire safety 'very costly'; 
apartments, offices hot issue

"Any time you improve fire 
safety, you arc helping yourself," 
said J. E. Drammer, Virginia 
Beach fire marshal, commenting 
on the recent report that many of 
Virginia Beach's largest hotels 
have potentially dangerous safety 
hazards. 

The city's General Assembly 
delegation recently stated that 
resort hotels should be required 
by state law to fireproof their 
buildings. "I don't know if the 
state can really do it," Drammer 
said. 



He said that the process would 
prove to be "very" costly for 
many of the hotels, especially the 
older ones. He said, for example, 
that the Cavalier Oceanfront 
Hotel was built in "1928 or 
1929" and is solid concrete. "It 
would cost a small fortune" to 
fireproof that building, he said. 

Drammer said that Virginia 
Beach hotels/motels cannot be 
compared to the MGM Grand 
Hotel in Las Vegas which caught 
fire in 1980 and 85 people were 
killed. "We don't have that kind 
of place here," Drammer said, 
explaining that Virginia Beach 



doesn't offer activities such as 
gambling and night club acts 
where masses of people regularly 
gather. 

The city's fire safety record is 
good, Drammer said. There have 
been four deaths in the last 15 
years attributed to a hotel/motel 
blaze within the city limits, he 
said. Also, not one of those 
deaths occurred during tourist 
season, he added. 

"Most hotel fires are of a 
human element in 

hotels/motels," Drammer said. 

Since Virginia Beach has 
"never had a large fire," Dram- 



" If you are doing this in 
the name of safety, you 
need to look further than 
just hotels," McDaniel 
said. 

mer said he believes the city is no 
"worse off than any other state." 

He said the proposal by the 
General Assembly delegation 
might close some hotels down for 
long periods of time. 

He said that if all hotels are

A public hearing on the 1988- 
89 Operating Budget will be held 
Thursday, April 28, at 7 p.m. in 
Princess Anne High School. 

Described by City Manager 
Aubrey V. Watts Jr. as 
"austere," the proposed budget 
of $527,979,856 represents an in- 
crwwe of 9.08 percent over the 
current budget. Watti poIBlW 
out that during the past 22 years 
in only one year (1977-78) has the 
annual percentage change been 



smaller. Department requests 
were reduced by $30.6 million, 
about $11.5 million greater than 
the entire city budget in the city's 
first year. 

Of the 106 additional positions 
requested in the budget, 34 are in 
the police department^ among 
which are 18 uniformed patrol 
officers, three officers to initiate 
a dedicated rural patrol program 
and eight offices and a sergeant 
for the drug awareness and 
resistance education program in 
the city's 51 schools. 



The budget was released last 
Thursday. By Monday, poice of- 
ficers were picketing City Hall 
calling on citizens to support 
their police. 

Flyers were distributed under 
the seal of the Policemen's 
Benevolent Association and the 
Virginia Beach Police Sergeants 
Association. 

The information on the hold- 
outs states that the city needs 
more police and to attract them, 
the city must offer better wages 
and benefits.

The information warns that the 
local police department is 
becoming a training center for 
other agencies and experienced 
officers and leaving at an alar- 
ming rate. 

Watts proposes no real estate 
tax rate increase except for the 
increases authorized in the 
November 1987 referendum and 
previously approved by the 
Virginia Beach City Courtdl. 

City department personnel will 
receive a salary increase of three 
percent. 

Watts recommends an increase 
of five cents per pack in the 
cigarette tax and provides $1.3 
million for completion of fun- 
ding of the design work on the 
judicial center. 

Also recommended is full- 
funding of the $224.7 million 
school budget, 42.6 percent of 
the total budget and 56.5 percent 
of the total in budget increase. 

Watts says the vast majority of 
the increase was allocated to 
prior commitments or to school 
needs. The single most important 
factor influencing the content of 
the budget, he says, is the radical 
shift in the proportion of local 
funding being provided for 
schools' operations. 

Council workshops have been 
scheduled for Thursday, April 14 
and 21, from 4 to 7 p.m. in the 
City Hall Conference Room. 
Following the public hearing 
council will have a reconciliation 
workshop on Monday, May 2, 
from 10 a.m. to noon in the con- 
ference room. 

The first reading of the budget 
appropriation ordinance is 
scheduled for Monday, May 9, 
and the second reading Monday, 
May 16.

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Don't wait for 
tragic fire before 
taking needed steps 

Th« .Virginia Beach General Assembly delegation 
recently stated that resort hotels should be required 
t^ state law to fireproof their buildings. 

This statement com^ on the heels of a recent 
report that many of Virginia Beach's largest hotels 
have safety hazards. ^ 

A state policy exists known as "grandfathering." 
This policy allows old hotels to operate without fire 
protection equipment that is required in new con- 
struction. This is not necessarily the best policy to 
follow. 

However, the city's fire-safety record is good, 
according to Virginia Beach Fire Marshal J.E. 
Drammer. There have been only four deaths in the 
last IS years attributed to a hotel/motel blaze 
within city limits. Also, not one of those deaths oc- 
cured during tourist season. 
Yes, the city's record is pretty clean. But fire of 
ficials seem to be saying that since the record is so 
good, the city is safe, and therefore, there is no 
need for immediate concern. This is wrong. 

Drammer said, "Any time you improve fire 
safety, you are helping yourself," which is true. 
Very true. 

However, criticism has been made regarding the 
proposed legislation because it may be too costly 
for hotel/motel owners to fireproof their buildings 
and install such equipment as sprinklers. Officials 
have said that it may put some hotel/motel owners 
out of business. 

It is unfortunate that the owners may suffer, 
however, the issue definitely needs to be addressed. 

Sure, the record is good. And it may very well be 
attributed to the fact that the hotels/motels are 
safe, or at least safe enough. But, the city cannot 
rely only on past experiences. The fact is that some 
older hotels are not up to the standards of the newer 
ones-becat»e^<^ the grandfather clause. It would 
only take one fatal fire during the tourist season to 
send this city in an uproar. 

The reputation would be gone, and the 
hotels/motels would just have to be updated after 
all, with a lot of damage done. 

Improving fire-safety is not just to make the city 
look and sound good, it is to make sure that the 
tourists who come to enjoy the Beach are safe. 

Safety should be the first concern, and cost the 
second. — T.M.S. 



AIDS Sunday 

Religious leaders serving the minorily com- 
munity will be preaching the need for AIDS 
awareness on Sunday, which is being formally 
recognized as "AIDS Awareness Sunday in the 
Minorily Community." 

Recognizing that there is a great need to educate 
minorities about AIDS, local churches, with help 
from the American Red Cross and the United Way, 
have persuaded Mayor Robert G. Jones to make 
the special declaration. Other South Hampton 
Roads cities are also recognizing the day. 

It is encouraging to see the religious community 
take a lead in promoting AIDS awareness. These 
religious leaders may be able to reach a segment of 
society that does not always take advantage of or 
hear about preventive education and available ser- 
vices. Preachers and ministers, using . pulpit 
eloquence and forcefulness may have strong in- 
fluence that could help people avoid the risks that 
lead to AIDS. 

Maybe more organizations will follow the exam- 
ple set by the minority churches in an attempt to 
reach their constituents. A full-Hedged AIDS 
awareness campaign is needed for all segments of 
the community. 

The churches are getting assistance in their effor- 
ts from the United Way of South Hampton Roads 
and the American Red Cross. The two 
organizations are guiding the minority education 
effort through a pilot program called Project Care 
(Community Action Response and Education). The 
program's goal is to increase minority awareness of 
heafth programs, like AIDS awareness and in- 
dividual participation in ihc» programs. — H.K.

Pickett: Illegal drugs 
are a growing threat

A recent report by the U.S. 
General Accounting Office con- 
firms that many Virginia Beach 
residents have long suspected: 
cocaine, and other illegal drugs 
are costing our nation billions of 
dollars annually and represent a 
growing threat to our future. 

The agency's report, "Con- 
trolling Drug ^buse: A Status 
Report," contains some startling 
facts. Each year, drugs cost the 
nation more than $60 billion in 
lost employment, treatment 
programs and criminal justice 
expenses. Annual cocaine-related 
deaths rose from 328 to 734 bet- 
ween 1983 and 1986, and the 
number of cocaine-related 
medical emergencies has risen 167 
percent since 1983. As the report 
suggests, the increasing number 
of overdoses and deaths is largely 
attributable to cheaper and more 



deadly cocaine. 

It is difficult to determine 
precisely the quantity and value 
of the narcotics that are moving 
in U.S. conmierce, but the chair- 
man of the House Select Com- 
mittee on Narcotics has said that 
Americans spend about $140 
billion each y^u* on 178 tons of 
cocaine, 12 tons of heroin and 
60,000 tons of marijuana. 

These figures are a tragedy and 
a clear signal that more must be 
done if we are serious about 
combatting illegal drugs. In my 
view, there are several steps that 
Congress should take im- 
mediately toward this goal. 

First, we should reject ad- 
ministration proposals to 
eliminate those Justice Depart- 
ment programs that help local 
governments combat drugs on 
their own. These programs, in- 
cluding the juvenile justice 
program and grants for state and 



local drug enforcement, represent 
the very least that the federal 
government can do in this 
growing national crisis. 

Second, we should take a long, 
hard look at the laws that govern 
our ability to impose trade san- 
ctions and other penalties on 
those nations that do no 
cooperate in international drug 
control efforts. Congress gave 
the President broad authority to 
impose such sanctions two years 
ago. Unfortunately, the nations 
that the administration has cer- 
tified as being uncooperative, 
and thereby subject to sanctions, 
are generally those with which the 
United States has almost no 
relationship, such as Iran and 
Afghanistan. Panama also was 
certified as uncooperative, but 
ova relationship with that coun- 
try has deteriorated so badly that 
the finding is of little effect.

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haveto "foot the bill." 

Drammer said there would 
have to be a compromise between 
the state and the hotel/motel 
owners. He said there would have 
to be a period of time allowed in 
order for the hotels/motels to 
comply with the rules. 

When asked about the grand- 
father clause which allows old 
hotels to operate without fire 
protection equipment that is 
required in new construction, 
Drammer's only comment was 
that the clause "has been in every 
code book ever written. ' ' 
Offices/apartments 

According to Flo McDaniel, 
executive director of the Virginia 
Beach Hotel/Motel Association, 
the association is "in support of 
what the city manager (Aubrey 
V. Watts Jr.) is trying to do." 
Watts has put together a fire- 
safety package ordering closer in- 
spections, clearer responsibilities 
and stricter enforcement. 

"Every hotel is in compliance 
with existing codes," McDaiiiel 
said. This includes the grand- 
father clause, she said. "We are 
not an organization that sets the 
code," she said, adding that 



whatever codes are enacted, the 
association follows. 

McDaniel said the legislation 
might cause economic hardship 
for certain properties. "Some 
buildings, for example two and 
three floor ones, may not even 
need sprinklers," she said. 

"You have to be realistic when 
talking about sprinklers," she 
said. 

"There are other high rises in 
Hampton Roads that no one has 
talked about," she said. She said 
that no one has spoken about of- 
fice and apartment buildings, and 
the fact that some of them might 
not haye sprinklers. 

"If you are doing this in the 
name of safety, you need to look 
further than just hotels," Mc- 
Daniel said. 

"Virginia Beach has a pretty 
good record. Most hotels are 
new," McDaniel said. 

If the legislation passes, Mc- 
Daniel said the association would 
then have to decide what should 
be done. 

She said the association cannot 
"commit one way or another" to 
what it is going to do, until the 
decision has been made by the 
state. 



Drugs 
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Columbia, Mexico, Peru and 
other nations that are acknow-

ideas. Plus, they'd have an in- 
vestment in the success of the 
venture. Now, that would really 
go a long way. 

Myth no/2: If given power, 
teachers will cover for each other. 

Fact: The premises behind this 
fear are false. To wit, when the 
mentality is "us versus them," 
which it is here. Myth no./2 
becomes a self-fulfilling 
prophecy. Without a common 
enemy, "them" would be "us." 
They'd be hurting themselves, 
which makes no sense. A second 
false premise here is that teachers 
have no problem keeping bad ap- 
ples around. Good teachers 
resent lousy teachers. Currently, 
teachers rarely have a say in the 
training, hiring or firing of other 
teachers. Overall a fair-minded 
bunch, teachers policing teachers 
would ensure due process, but 
they'd get the bad apples out. Of 
course, we'll never be able to 
wholly support or dispute this 
claim until it is possible to test it. 

Myth no/2: When teachers 
amass power, the first thing they 
do is go on strike. 

Fact: Appearances here are 
deceiving. Just a little in- 
vestigative reporting would reveal 
that school districts have often 
made money from teacher 
strikes. Teachers pay heavily 
when they stirke. They rarely 
make it up financially. And they 
rarely walk over money in the fir- 
st place. Utterly frustrated over 
poor working conditions and 
shabby treatment, they walk. In 
short, nobody takes them 
seriously. Nobody really listens. 
Finally, they strike. 

Myth no./3: Teachers are 
already too powerful. 

Fact: Teachers make a hundred 
judgments and decisions a day. 
They have enormous respon- 
sibilities; they have awesome in- 
fluence (hopefully positive, 
sometimes not); they are endlessly 
accountable. But powerful? The 
fact is, teachers are power- 
dependent. Principals, parents, 
students, school boards, 
politicians, taxpayers and/or 
the courts can have a teacher- 
made judgment call overturned 
fastor than you can say, "John- 
ny, please put the Walkman 
away." Teachers do not currently 
have real power, only the sem- 
blance of it. The frustration of 
being accountable without having 
genuine input is hard to convey. 
The demand is an equivocal one. 

Let's all agree that the 
American system of checks and 
balances is a fine one and 
teachers should not be exempt 
from it. Teachers are not in- 
fallible, something they them- 
selves know all to well. 

Remember, too, that the 
majority of teachers are par- 
ticipants in public education. The 
world watches them. Few other 
professionals are scrutinized so 
broadly. Safeguards would not 
disappear if teachers were 
allowed to have an effective say 
in education. 

The emphasis here has been on 
teacher empowerment, but suc- 
cessful educational reform 
requires cooperation among 
many resources: parents, ad- 
ministrators, the business com- 
munity (a super resource poten- 
tially), and, oh, yes, the students 
themselves. ». 

But, please, don't ask any of 
these folks for their input and 
then ignore them. It's really too 
costly.

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Duck stamp exhibit at Science Museum 



Fifty years of duck stamp art, a 
special exhibit of original prints 
along with the stamps them- 
selves, will be on display at the 
Virginia Marine Science 
Museum, beginning Saturday, 
April 9, and running to Sunday, 
May 22. 

Duck stamps, which are water- 
fowl hunting licenses, portray a 
species of North American 
ducks, geese or swan in their 
natural habitat, according to a 
Virginia Marine Science Museum 
press release. 

Since 1949, the design for each 
year's stamp has been chosen 
through a contest which is en- 
tered by many of the nation's top 
wildlife artists, the press release 
said. 

The first duck stamp, issued in 
1934, featured a pair of mallards 
flying in for a landing. The stamp 
was created by a nationally 



known cartoonist and conser- 
vationist, J. N. "Ding" Darling, 
according to the release. 

The print and stamp of 
Darling's work along with 49 
other duck stamps, including a 
pair of ruddy ducks, a family of 
Canada geese and a flock of cin- 
namon teal, will be on display in 
the museum. 

Throughout the exhibit, a 
silent auction will be conducted 
for a tundra swan carved by 
museum carver-in-residence, 
Charlie Seidel. 

Since the first issuance of duck 
stamps as licenses by the U.S. 
Government more than 50 years 
ago, proceeds have totaled $285 
million, according to the release.

Skater Mary Rector 
helps special people

asked for ice skates for Christ- 
mas and Santa Claus was kind 
to them. The entire family 
began taking ice skating 
lessons, but the only child who 
kept up with it was Mary Rec- 
tor, although she said her 
mother often skated with her. 

Rector was born in Texas, the 
daughter of an "Air Force 
dad," she said. Because of this, 
her family travelled often, but 
she said she received most of 
her training when she was 
young, in the Washington, 
D.C. area. 

Her love of ice skating con- 
tinued on through grade and 
high school. During her high 
school summer vacations, she 
found herself practicing 13 
hours a day. She would skate 
freestyle and dance skating, and 
she was only allowed to do each 
of these on the rink at different 
times. "One was in the morning 
and one was in the evening, and 
I went to both," she said. "I 
was crazy." 

She said she was involved in 
other things in high school 
besides ice skating, but she 
' didn't date much. "I was even a 
cheerlead'cr, although I don't 
know if I want to admit that," 
she laughed. She said she was 
"socially immature" in high 
school because she spent her 
"whole life on an . ice rink." 

Duri.ng grade and high 
school, she spent time skating 
in regional, sectional and 
national ice skating com- 
petitions. 

Her father wasn't happy with 
the fact that she was always 
con^ipeting. "He would say. 
This isn't leading anywhere,"' 
she said. "He wanted me to 
pu rsue my education." 

She attended the University 
of Delaware, and continued her 
sWating. Her original major was 
engineering, although she 
graduated with a journalism 
degree. 

Her father said she could 
continue to compete and also 
go to college if she let him pick 
her major. "That's how I star- 
ted out with an engineering 
degree," she said. 

Rector stopped competing 
when she was a junior in 
college. "I think I just needed 
to get away from it for a 
while," she said. 

"It was something that I 
wanted to do at the time. I got 
sick of skating. I was denying 
it," she said. 

Rector did not skate during 
her junior and senior years of 
college. "I figured since I stop- 
ped competing, dad couldn't 



pick my major anymore, so I 
switched to journalism," she 
said. "But I had never, ever 
gotten away from an ice rink 
before," she added. 

When the 28-year-old Nor- 
folk resident graduated from 
college, she spent some time 
travelling in Europe. After- 
ward, she moved back to 
Washington, D.C, where her 
parents were living, and began 
looking fo^ a job. 

She "hooked up" with some 
of her old coaches and began to 
teach ice skating, returning to 
the world she loved, and 
missed. She also went to school 
and went halfway to receiving a 
master's degree in journalism 
before leaving school. 

In 1983 she got married and 
soon after had a daughter, who 
is now 4 years old, she said. Af- 
ter taking the time off from 
skating, she said she did not 
want to return to school to 
finish her master's degree in 
journalism. "I didn't want to 
go back to it," she said. 

She started "working with 
kids with disabilities," she said. 
"They were coming to me 
through my skating. It added 
another dimension to my 
teaching." 

She said she began working 
with "kids who were really 
amazing. They were fantastic 
athletes." 

Rector said she has finally 
found her place, and is working 
on a master's degree in 
therapeutic recreation through 
the University of Maryland. 

Her thesis requires her to 
create a program to help those 
teaching skaters with 
disabilities, she said. 



Although Rector has been 
working as an ice skating coach 
with the Special Olympics since 
she was in college, she has been 
the coach for the International 
Special Olympics since Septem- 
ber, 1987. 

The International Special 
Olympics will be held in Reno, 
Nev., in April, 1989. "They will 
be held for eight days, the same 
as the regular Olympics," she 
said. 

She explained that athletes of 
all ages from all over the world 
will compete in the games. 
"They are broken down, as 
closely as they can be, by age, 
ability and sex," she said. She 
added that the Olympics will 
"even include Special Olym- 
pians from the U.S.S.R." 

The athletes she is presently 
training will compete in 
January in the state olynSpic 
games. The athletes are 
required to attend training 



sessions in the summer and they 
must exhibit appropriate 
behavior, she said. 

After the summer sessions, 
they will train for a few more 
months and then participate in 
in-house competitions. Rector 
said. 

Rector explained that only 
three athletes from the state of 
Virginia will actually compete 
in the International games. 

"It's really exciting. It's a big 
deal," she said. 

Although Rector is not doing 
what she originally went to 
college for, she said she is 
thoroughly enjoying herself. 
. "I didn't want the com- 
petition of being in jour- 
nalism," she said. "I more or 
less came full circle. I just 
needed to get away from it for a 
while," she added. 

"All my coaches told me to 
teach. Teaching brought out 
another side of skating," Rec- 
tor said. 

She said she has learned a lot 
by teaching children with 
disabilities. "You need to call 
on a lot of skills when teaching 
kids with disabilities — more- 
so than when teaching 'normal' 
kids. Things have to be very 
concrete," she said. 

"I have learned a lot about 
mental retardation more than 
anything. They (the athletes) 
have taught me a lot about 
myself; and about what they 
can do," she added. 

She said when she first star- 
ted working with children with 
disabilities, she was very scared. 
"They were clinging; hanging 
onto me for dear life. These 
were large people and we were 
on ice," she said. 

She explained that teaching 
these children how to ice skate 
is "asking kids to try to con- 
ceive a lot — which they do." 
Working with these children, 
as with any, is a "lot of work," 
she said. "It can be just as 
demanding working with 
Special Olympians as with any 
other kids," she said. 

Rector said she also is in- 
volved with the Ice Skating In- 
stitute of America and is 
presently working on a teaching 
video for beginning ice skaters. 
One *of her projects after the 
Special Olympics in 1989 are 
over, is to "increase the quality 
of training." 

Rector said with all she has 
learned about mental retar- 
dation, she no longer is "afraid 
of the unknown." 

"If I ever had a mentally 
retarded child, I would not be 
afraid, because I know what 
they can do," she said. 

Rector saW her job is "hard, 
but fun, to see how far they 
come."

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AIDS: Students, teachers 
must adhere board decision

An AIDS school policy is ex- 
pected to be adopted at the next 
Virginia Beach School Board 
meeting on Thursday, May 12, 
according to Jamie Chapman, 
Executive Director of the 
Virginia Beach Educational 
Association (VBEA). 

The policy states that a student 
or teacher with AIDS will be ex- 
cluded from the school classroom 
until a final decision on how to 
handle the situation is reached by 
the school board. ^ 

"The school board has the 



overall and ultimate authority on 
any decisions concerning the 
determination of an AIDS case," 
said Garland Jackson, special 
assistant to Dr. James E. Melvin, 
Superintendent of schools. 

According to the school policy, 
a student or teacher diagnosed 
with AIDS will be removed from 
the school environment for the 
maximum time of ten days, when 
a decision must be made concer- 
ning the readmittance of the in- 
dividual. 

"The student with AIDS 
would not miss any schooling 
because he or she would be 



eligible for immediate 
homebound instruction," said 
Chapman. ' 

The homebound instruction, 
provided by the school system, 
allows the student to be tutored 
at home to keep up with thrf 
school curriculum. ^ 

A special panel will have five 
days to report to the superinten- 
dent and make their recommen- 
dation concerning the health risk 
of the readmittance of the affec- ; 
ted person. ' 

The panel would be composed 
of the affected personV 
physician; a school administrator

The Hilltop North Shopping 
Center ABC store location ear- 
ned the highest in gross sales out 
of the city's nine liquor stores 
during the fiscal year 1986-87, 
with $2,751,450. 

According to the Virginia ABC 
annual report for 1986-87, the 
city's nine ABC stores sold over 
600,000 gallons of liquor worth- 
$21,938,876.90. The report stated 
that during 1986-87, liquor 
profits in Virginia Beach dropped 
from $915,028 in 1985-86 to 
$887,801 last year. 

The report also stated that 
liquor consumption statewide has 
gone down almost one million 
gallons during the 1980s. Over 
eight million gallons were sold 
during the 1986-87 fiscal year. 
The decline in consumption, ac- 
cording to the ABC report, 
reflects changing consumer

Council asks for deWitt Cottage to be historic

City Council has decided to ask 
the Division of Historic Land- 
marks of the Department of Con- 
servation and Historic Resources 
of Virginia to declare the deWitt 
Cottage a historic landn^k,4iid to 
include it on the Virginia Land- 
marks Register. 

Councilworaan Reba Mc- 
Clanan, who voted against the 
resolution making the request 
Monday, said that the home 
"down't stack up well with other 



landmarks." She also said that 
such projects "usually come back 
to the city to buy and maintain 
the property." 

The cottage at 12th Street and 
Atlantic Avenue was built in 1895 
by B. P. Holland who became the 
first mayor, postmaster and tele- 
grapher of the resort city of Vir- 
ginia Beach. It is the first brick 
year-round house at the ocean- 
front and has 14-inch thick walls 
and a basement. 

The home- was purchased from 
Holland in 1909 by Cornelius 
deWitt and named Wittezand, 



Dutch for "White Sand." The 
name was changed to "deWitt 
Cottage" when the family began 
to take in boarders in the 1930's. 

The land on which the home is 
located has been assessed by tne 
city at $660,000 and the building, 
at $23,000. 

McClanan said that someone is 
going to have to spend money on 
the house to preserve it. 

Councilwoman Barbara 
Henley, who requested the 
resolution, said that even if the 
cottage is not retained by having 
it listed in the Register, it will be 



described in literature. In many 
instances, she said, the city will 
have a historic building which 
cannot be saved, but the city can 
save pictures and architectural 
renderings. "That's what the 
deWitts would like to see." 

Julia 0. deWitt still owns the 
house. 

Preserving the history of the 
community, said Henley, does 
not mean preserving only the 
oldest. Many things less than 100 
years old contribute to the history 
of the city, she said.

AIDS policy 
is a must 

The new AIDS school policy, to be adopted by 
the Virginia Beach School Board next month, 
seems to be well thought out and cover all the bases 
concerning the possible situation of an AIDS case 
in our district. 

The prop(%ed policy's main objective is to 
protect all the students and employees involved 
with an AIDS victim; and to respect the rights of 
the affected person, his family, and the rights of 
tteteachers and students involved. 

The procedure of the AIDS policy is to remove 
the student or teacher diagnosed with the disease 
for the maximum time of 10 days, when a decision 
must be made concerning the readmittance of the 
individual and the risk he or she poses to others. A 
student will not lose any valuable classroom time, 
because he or she will be tutored at home for the 
two weeks. 

The panel which makes a recommendation to 
Superintendent James E. Melvin will become some- 
what expert in determining the risk of individual 
AIDS cases. The panel members will include: the 
physician of the affected person; an administer and 
physician of the school; a parent or guardian if the 
affected person is a minor; a representative from 
the city's health department; and the Director of 
Special Education, if the student is involved in 
special ed. 

The school board then has the ultimate decision 
whether the student or teacher can come back to 
the school environment. 

The next school board meeting is on Thursday, 
May 12 and the AIDS policy is expected to be adop- 
ted. 

We have been lucky and fortunate not having to 
face an AIDS related case in our system, but the 
city must be prepared and ready to handle one if 
the situation does occur. — J.M.C. 



Cats with AIDS? 

A test is about to be marketed to diagnose a 
recently discovered AIDS virus believed to infect 
up to 8 percent of the cat population. Fortunately, 
scientists say there is no evidence that humans can 
be infected by the FTLV virus in cats. 

Unlike feline leukemia, there is as yet no follow- 
jp vaccine to safeguard pets found not to be infec- 
ted. All one can do is separate uninfected cats from 
infected ones and treat the symptoms. No one 
knows how the FTLV virus originated. Inasmuch 
as the only known source of transmission is 
through blood exchanges, free-roaming male cats 
that get into fl|hts are the likely victims. 

Given the fears surrounding AIDS in humans, 
many outdoor cats are likely to be viewed less fon- 
dly once word of FTLV gets around. One possible 
positive outcome, however, is that many humans 
who oppose the use of cats as laboratory subjects 
may now change their minds. 

Such experimentation, which led to the 
diagnostic test, may also someday result in a vac- 
cine. And with the help of these poor cats, scientists 
may fmd clues to the discovery of an AIDS vaccine 
for humans. 



$5.05 is too steep 

Inexorably working its way through Congress is 
a bill to raise the federal minimum wage to $3.05 
over the next four years. 

While the final bill may differ on the exact 
amount or timing of implementation, few doubt 
that a higher minimum wage will emerge. 

What no one knows, however, is what effect the 
higher figures will have on businesses that employ 
minimum wage employees. 

Fast-food restaurants, retail stores and offices 
frequently are able to offer entry-level jobs to the 
unskilled at minimum wage. This new move may 
curtail the number of those jobs that are available. 

The current minimum wage standard is $3.33 per 
hour. The $3.05 mark being bandied about in the 
House represents more than a 50 percent pay hike 
for those affected. 

A smaller, more gradual increase could cushion 
the shock to business and still allow a gain in real 
income to those persons earning minimum wage.

Malibu Elementary teachers enjoy teaching, challenge

It is not unusual to see a little 
two- or three-year-old toddling 
through the halls of Malibu 
Elementary. Children ages two 
through five travel up and 
down the halls in wagons and 
strollers, or ride tricycles as 
they go to snack in the cafeteria 
or to their specialized 
therapy. 

Even though they are small in 
size compared to the kindergar- 
ten through sixth-graders, they 
do not hesitate to exert their 
personalities anywhere or at 
anytime to make their mark on 
the hearts of the teachers and 
students throughout the school. 

There are four morning 
classes and four afternoon 
classes at Malibu. Other classes 
are located at Center for Effec- 
tive Learning, Cooke, Kem- 
psville and Luxford Elementary 



schools. 

Mrs. Barbara Kirby, the pre- 
school chairman and teacher, 
said, "I wouldn't do anything 
else. The job is a constant 
challenge; each little person is 
different and there are no two 
problems the same." 

The preschool program for 
disabled children is mandated 
by the federal government. The 
purpose of this program is to 
teach and maximize the ability 
of eafch child «id move them 
toward the mainstream. 

A program is written for 
every child based on his or her 
assessment. The program pin- 
points the child's individual 
needs and how to facilitate the 
child's learning. The little ones 
are taught self-help, social, 
thinking, language, fine and 
gross motor skills. Each class 
consists of approximately eight 
children with one teacher and 



her assistant. The teachers are 
certified in preschool handicap 
instruction and has or is 
working on her master's degree. 

Several years ago the 
teachers, with the asistance of 
the administration, prepared a 
book covering all areas to help 
parents understand and care for 
their child in this program. 

"Most parents are very 
cooperative," Mrs. Kirby said. 
"We work closely with the 
parents going on home visits 
and offering workshops at 
school." 

Children receive oc- 
cupational as well as physical 
therapy and training received in 
class must be reinforced at 
home. A simple chore like 
brushing the teeth may have to 
be broken down into twenty or 
more steps so the child can 
master the task. 

Mrs. Lynn Becraft has been 



teaching these children for five 
years and said, "It is true little

cellence in Education produced 
"A Nation At Risk" which 
sparked a nationwide drive to 
reform public education. Now, 
four years later, he has returned 
to the classroom as a professor of 
school administration at the 
University of Utah. He wants to 
help develop "the richness" he 
found in schools as he visited all 
levels of public education across 
the country. 

He examines with awe the job 
classroom teachers face: "To 
educate 58 million students. 
Educators must appraise each 
student's needs, provide 
educational services and plan to 
meet unique, individual circum- 
~~4tances. Elementary ' school 
teachers typically have the 
responsibility for students during 
the entire day with no time 
provided for preparation, plan- 
ning, and meeting individual 
students. 

"Secondary school teachers 
usually teach six classes out of a 
seven-period day. These unremit- 
ting responsibilities for 
classrooms filled with students 
cause every school day to be filled 
with tension. Extra time has to be 
found to prepare, to develop 
lesson plans, correct student 
papers, and meet students on a 
one-to-one basis." 

Educators have to meet the 
demands of the problems our 
society faces: disadvantaged 
youth, abused children, AIDS, 
drug abuse, single parent homes. 
Schools must offer music, art, 
vocation courses, driver 
education courses, and 
technology courses. Teachers in 
schools offer competitive 
athletics, drama, science clubs, 



dances and social organizations 
often after the regular school 
day. The education curriculum 
has been extended, reshaped and 
stretched and now must be taught 
in several languages in many 
places. Teachers face ever 
growing pressures but they are 
doing an even better job! 

Mr. Bell writes on his ad- 
miration for the outstanding 
teachers who have the 
"tenaciousness and dnlication to 
continue year after year despite 
its stress, low salary and low 
prestige." r — ^^^ 

He speaks of their respect for 
learning and unequivocal love for 
their students. Mr. Bell states 
that our society wants the best 
from its schools but until the 
hundreds of thousands of 
d«iicated and talented teachers 
are paid "salaries that are com- 
parable to majors in other 
disciplines, such as engineering 
and business, we will not be able 
to recruit and hold the capable 
teachers which we need. They are 
underpaid, overworked and often 
unappreciated." 

He concludes his article by 
stating that we must do more to 
show our appreciation for the 
many great teachers — truly the 
unsung heroes in today's society. 
In this time of renewal of body 
and soul and spring break it was 
inspiring to read his words and 
realize that he and many others 
do recognize the contributions of 
teachers and educational 
professionals. In the days ahead 
we all will continue to work 
together to make the lofty goals 
of American Public Education 
real and meaningful for each and 
every child.

Your Virginia Beach 
professional firefighters are now 
attending a two-day basic class 
on hazardous materials. A 
hazardous material is any sub- 
stance that poses a risk to health, 
safety and property when it is 
transported on our streets and 
highways. 

The two-day class is designed 
to teach the firefighters how to 
detect and identify hazardous 
materials, and who to contact for 
more information concerning a 
particular material. 

The class is very basic and is in- 
tended to teach the firefighters 
how serious a hazardous material 
can be. 

The Virginia Beach Fire Depar- 
tment has assigned Engine Com- 
pany 7 (Thalia) as the Hazardous 
Material Response Unit. These 
firefighters are receiving more 
specialized training in this area 
and will be dispatched to a 
hazardous materials incident 
anywhere in the city if needed. 



The only other "Haz-Mat" 
unit in Hampton Roads is located 
in Newport News. This fire 
department-staffed unit has 
responded as far as Williamsburg 
and once to the Chesapeake Bay 
Bridge Tunnel. 

The firefighters are also being 
trained how to protect themselves 
at an incident. If you see a 
firefighter wearing a mask and he 
advises you to leave the area, you 
better do as he says and do it 
quickly. The masks that the fire- 
fighters wear are to protect his 
lungs from the toxic fumes given 
off from hazardous materials. 

The average homeowner has 
many items stored in their 
garages that could classify as a 
hazardous material if they are 
mixed with other chemicals. 

Underneath the kitchen sink 
is a potentially dangerous area. 



f lease reau au labels on drain 
cleaners, paints, varnishes and 
cleaners. Make sure the lids are 
on tight and don't keep these 
items stored for years. A good 
rule of thumb is, if the product 
hasn't been used within two 
years, throw it away. 

If you smell something toxic 
and can't identify it, get out of; 
the area and call the fire depar- 
tment at 911. 

Thousands of trucks and 
automobiles transport hazardous 
material everyday in Virginia 
Beach. Approach accident scenes 
with caution and avoid getting 
too close. 

Hazardoiis materials are 
dangerous, but your firefighters 
are trained to deal with them. 
Keep your homes safe by cleaning 
out your garages. Think fire 
safety, your life may depend on 
it.

Inspections of all Virginia 
Beach City Public School 
division buildings by consultants 
will begin in late spring and the 
final management plan will be 
submitted to the governor's of- 
fice prior to the October 12 
deadline, according to a press 
release. 

The Virginia Beach Public 
School division has complied 
with all asbestos-containing 
material requirements in the past; 
and new requirements will also be 
met, according to the division's 
press release.

be done. 

"My husband lets me do 
repairs because he knows I 
wouldn't be happy with the way 
the project turned out if he did 
it." 

That, she said, is the main dif- 
ference between her and the other 
carpenters. 

"I want everything to look 
pretty. They'll be happy with the 
way a job turned out and I'm not 
because we used two different 
types of screws. So I say, 'why 
don't we change one of these so 
they match?'" 



Easton doesn't know where her 
job will take her each day. Every 
morning she and her partner are 
given a list of jobs to complete. 
The jobs range from fixing 
broken windows to pouring con- 
crete. 

The variety is what she likes 
best about her position. "Each 
day is different" she said. "The 
people I meet and the places I go 
really make my job more en- 
joyable. Besides, there is always 
an interesting assignment waiting 
around the corner."

Eileen Ayvazian: Some 
people never quit working

You'll find her at the corner 
drugstore, at the retirement 
home, at the laundromat, on her 
way to make a house call. Her 
name is Eileen Ayvazian, public 
health nurse with the City of 
Virginia Beach. 

For the past 15 years, Ayvazian 
has been a gypsy in the public 
health field. From the back of her 
Health Department station 
wagon, she pulls out a table and 
chairs, scales, record books, 
stethoscope ... all in 
preparation for the never-ending 
line of senior citizens who come 
to the public health clinics that 
she. holds "anywhere they'll let 
me set up a table." 

Clients line up to have their 
weight checked, to look through 
free literature, and finally to have 
"Miz Ayvazian" check their 
blood pressure, inquire about 
their medication, determine their 
general state of health, and make 
a recommendation or two. 

Meticulous records are kept on 
each patient, but if they are old 
friends (and many of them are), 
Ayvazian knows their history. 

"You're up this week," she 
says as she checks the blood 
pressure of a sweat-suited gent. 
The records prove her right. 
"Now I want you to take it easy 
^iTybur salt, your sugar and your 
caffeine and we'll see a difference 
next time." To 

another —"You are doing great, 



you've got the blood pressure of 
a teenager," and her patient 
leaves with a grin. 

In addition to monitoring 
patients' health, Ayvazian's 
clinics fulfill other needs as well. 

"We're a big ear," she said. 
"We listen to their health 
problems, their financial 
problems, their family problems 
... a lot of the people who 
come — their blood pressure is 
fine. This is just a social thing. 
But it gets them out and that's 
good too." 

The clinics remind you of a big 
family reunion. Ayvazian, who 
has been a registered nurse for 48 
years, has volunteers who have 
been with her for 15 years and 
patients who have many cards 
stapled together from years of 
regular visits. One man stops by 
with bags of pecans. Sweet 
potato biscuits are not unusual, 
and at Christmas time, the tables 
are full of goodies provided by 
loyal friends. 

It is also not unusual to see an 
item beinjg raffled at the clinic^. 
Tickets are sold for a chance to 
win a doll, a bear, a chime clock 
handmade by a regular client. 
Proceeds- help a patient who is 
having trouble paying for 
medical bills or who needs food 
or supplies. 

Word spreads and the clinics 
confiniie to grow , Foi^people 
who are too sick or too frail to 
come in, Ayvazian makes house 
calls, too. The conversation at 



Meticulous records are 
kept on each patient, but if 
they are old friends (and 
many of them are), 
Ayvazian knows their 
history. 

the morning clinic turns to a 
mutual acquaintance that 
Ayvazian hasn't seen in years. 
When she realizes that the 
woman is homebound, she pulls 
out her pad and takes the address 
so she can "stop by and say hi." 
But you know she'll take her 
stethoscope and add another 
regular visit to her routine. 

Clients come from a network 
of referrals from patients, the 
postman, firemen, clergy and 
other agencies. Old friends bring 
new friends; people happen by. 
As Ayvazian said, "The doctors 
send their people to us foi' regular 
checks. There is no white coat 
syndrome here. It's a light, lively 
atmosphere. They don't get ner- 
vous so their blood pressure is 
down." All told, Ayvazian sees 
close to 250 people each week . 

With seven decades behind her, 
you'd think Ayvazian would quit 
working so hard and enjoy life. 
You can tell, though, that she'll 
never slow down. There's always 
another clinic to set up, another 
article to clip, another house call 
to make, another friend to see. 
For Virginia Beach Public Health 
Nurse Eileen Ayvazian, her work 
is her pleasure in life.

Roses Have Hisfory 



For more than 2.000 years 
roses have been grown and 
loved for ihcir very special 
beauty and fragrance, and rare 
indeed is the home gardener 
without this plant in his home 
landscape. 

Apart from the strong at- 
traction of its classic beauty, 
the rose is a most satisfying 
plant to grow. 

For most of us, the only 
really confusing aspect of 
growing roses lies in choosing 
from among the perplexing 
number of varieties available 
in local garden outlets during 
fall and spring. 

One guideline in choosing a 
good, reliable rose for our 
gardens is to select from 
among the All- America Rose 
Selections award winners. 

These roses, while they arc 
certainly not the only really 
excellent roses on the market, 
have been tested vigorously 
under nomal home garden 
conditions in a wide range of 
climates and have been judged 
to be both superior and easy to 
grow. 

In fact, the whole idea for 
selecting exceptional roses for 
awards was borne out of the 
confusing numbers of new 
varieties that began flooding 
the market in the early part of 
the century, when plant 
breeding began to accelerate. 

In 1938, rose producers and 
marketers decided to form a 
non-profit organization with 
the purpose of testing new rose 
varieities to determine which 
of them., if any, could be 
recommended to the public as 
exceptional. 

Test gardens were 
established in a wide range of 
climates to represent the many 



growing situations over the 
North American continent, 
and a program of care for the 
rose to be tested was set up so 
that the plants would receive 
only the care that would nor- 
mally be provided by a good 
— but not necessarily an ex- 
pert — gardener. 

During their two-year 
testing, when the entries are 
identified only by number, 
assigned expert judges grade 
the roses for vigor, pleasing 
growth habit, disease resistan- 
ce, foliage quality, flower 
production, bud and flower 
form, opening and finishing 
color, fragrance, stem length 
and quality and overall value 
in the home landscape. 

The scores are then com- 
pared with other, similar roses 
tested at the same time and 
with the standards already 
established by the All-America 
Rose Society for awarding 
winning status to a rose. 

The AARS testing program 
has encouraged rose breeders 
to improve the vitality, 
strength and beauty of roses 
through the years, and since 
1940, the meticulous grading 
process has served to promote 
some the classic roses of all 
time — Peace, Tropicana, Mr. 
Lincoln, Double Delight, 
Queen Elizabeth and 
Europeana among them. 

Of all these all-time favorite 
roses, probably Peace is the 
best known and loved — and 
the most rich in historical 

significance, as well. 

Introduced 40 years ago at 
the end of World War II, the 
Peace rose was to symbolize 
the end of the tribulations the 
war had brought to the world.

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When today's homeowners 
wish to add a little luxury to 
their baths, their thoughts 
frequently turn to whirlpools or 
spas. They may envision long, 
private soaks, or perhaps the 
camaraderie of friends or, 
maybe, Uie benefits of soothing 
hydrotherapy. 

Very likely, they view the spa 
and the whirlpool as one and 
the same thing. But there are 
key differences that prospective 
buyers should be aware of 
before they make a purchase, 
according to Kohler Company's 
Joe Roark, product manager. 
Spas, and Linda Mayer, senior 
product manager, Fixtures. 

Both spas and whirlpools 
provide multi-directional whirl- 
pool jet water action, so the 
homeowner's decision about 
which product to buy should be 
based on such considerations as 
space and portability, as well as 
how the unit will be used and by 
whom. 

The primary difference bet- 
ween a spa and a whirlpool is 
that a whirlpool is filled and 
drained for each bathing use, 
while a spa heats, filters and 
recirculates the same, 
chemically-treated water for a 
period of two to three months. 

Whirlpools are designed for 
one or two bathers, and can be 
used for everyday cleansing 
with soap and shampoo. 

Because a whirlpool is a per- 
manent installation, it is built 
into an enclosure or tiled into a 
tub surround and it requires in- 
stallation of water lines, a 
faucet and a drain, Mayer said. 

Mayer also noted that choice 
of a particular whirpool model 
may be dictated by space con- 
siderations, especially if the 
unit is to be installed as part of 
a remodeling project. 

However, she said, "in many 
cases, a whirlpool can be in- 
stalled in the space of a stan- 
dard five-foot bath, so it is 
possible to upgrade a bathroom 
without major alterations to 
room size." 

Depending on how the whirl- 
pool is to be used, a prospective 
buyer needs to consider whether 
one or two people generally will 
use it, and whether a unit 
shaped along body contours 
would add to personal bathing 
comfort. 






A whirlpool offers the con- 
sumer the flexibiUty of a multi- 
dimensional bathing product, 
doubling as a bath and leisure 
center, Mayer said. 

Spas are generally larger than 
whirlpools and are designed for 
two or more occupants. 

A spa can be a practical 
alternative to a swimming pool 
if space is at a premium, Roark 
said. It is seff-contained, with 
the heater located inside the 
spa surround. A thermo-in- 
sulating cover, placed over the 
spa when it is not in use, will 
keep the water warm and clean. 

Spas are available in both 
inground and portable models, 
but the portable ones are the 
most popular because they are 
less expensive to set up and can 
be ready for use within a 
relatively short time of delivery, 
Roark said. 

A portable spa can be moved 
outside or indoors at the users' 
preference, because it does not 
require special plumbing. 

It is simply a matter of filling 
the spa with a garden hose, 
plu^ng in the heater and en- 
joying a leisurely soak. Because 
a spa is designed for relaxation 
and hydrotherapy, soap and 
shampoo should not be used in 
it. 

Among the options the 
prospective spa buyer should 
consider is an overflow system 
which prevents water in the spa 
from overflowing when 
someone steps into it; other im- 
portant considerations are the 
size of the unit and the type of 
seating preferred. 

Roark pointed out that an 
overflow prevention system 
saves money because it prevents 
the loss of heated water from 
the spa. And, as for seating, if 
the unit will be used primarily 
for hydrotherapy, lounge-type 
seating might be preferable to 
other seating options. 

Strictly speaking, a "hot 
tub" is a large wooden tub, 
capable of seating several 
people. It has a heater to main- 
tain constant water tem- 
perature. 

Originally made from halves 
of California wine casks, the 
hot tub was a forerunner to 
today's spas. Relatively few 
true hot tubs are being 
manufactured today.

Storage Space 

Behind the drywall and 
panelling in your home lie 
countless spaces between the 
two-by-four studs to which the 
finished walls are attached. 
Some of these cavities are stuf- 
fed with wires and pipes. &ut 
others are empty and ripe for 
exploitation. 

Examples: Cavities can be 
used for open shelves in 
children's bedrooms; useful 
cubby holes in kitchen; a 
second medicine cabinet in 
bathroom. 

How to lake advantage of 
this space: Diagram the empty 
bclwccn-stud spaces in all your 
rooms. (Or get a carpenter to 
do it.) Use this diagram as the 
need for extra space arises. 

Note: Only useful for inner 
walls. Outer walls, of course, 
need that space to hold the in- 
sulation. 

Ventilation 

A well-insulated house 
needs to be properly venti- 
lated. Hazards of inadequate 
ventilation are condensation 
and trapped gasses in the 
home, notably radon. Radon 
is a radioactive gas. 

To reduce the risks, roof 
ventilators and attic fans can 
provide ventilation. 

Ventilators and fans can 
also cut temperature in the 
attic by up to 40 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

This temperature reduction 
saves load on the air condi- 
tioner. 

About one sq. ft. of free 
venting area for 150 sq. ft. of 
attic floor is recommended. 

According to HUD, this 
area will exhaust hot air in 
summer and excess moisture in 
winter.

property is one-half acre or 
larger, you should consider a 
rider or a lawn tractor with an 
eight-horsepower or bigger 
engine. However, if you've only 
used walk mowers before, be 
aware that riders and tractors 
are big and heavy, so you can't 
just toss one in the trunk for 
maintenance or repairs. 

A top-of-the-line tractor with 
a 44-inch cutting deck can mow 
more than two acres of grass 
per hour, but your needs may 
not require that kind of per- 
formance. One of the most 
popular rider sizes, an eight- 
horsepower model with a 32- 
inch deck, can mow up to l.S 
acres per hour, while one of the 
smallest riders available, an 
eight-horsepower model with a 
25-inch deck, mows up to one 
acre per hour. 

The horsepower and cutting 
deck size are important features 
to consider, but there are a 
variety of other features that 
vary from manufacturer to 
manufacturer. 

Test The CoDtrob 

When you first examine a 
rider or tractor, try the con- 
trols: are they easily accessed, 
in a central location and easy to 
use? Is the throttle right at 
hand, rather than buried under 



the dash or a long stretch away? 
Also, are there separate clutch 
and brake pedals for operator 
ease, and is there a parking 
brake so the unit can be stopped 
safely on an incline? 

What type of starting system 
is there? A recoil starter is 
usually manageable for engines 
up to eight horsepower. But for 
larger engines, an electric start 
is probably advisable. Make 
sure you can reach the electric 
start controls easily. 

Powertraln Choices 

Horsepower. A good dealer's 
primary function should be to 
match your mowing needs with 
the proper engine. A larger 
engine — about eight horse- 
power — makes most sense 
for a multi-acre lot; a smaller 
engine will strain and wear out 
more quickly under excessive 
mowing conditions. The same is 
true if your property is hilly. A 
larger engine will handle the up 
and down strain, while the 
smaller engine will provide a 
rough ride and be less efficient. 
Tough southern-region grasses 
or consistently heavy bagging 
may also suggest the need for 
higher horsepower. 

Engine smoothness. Engine 
vibration is a crucial con- 
sideration. The larger, high- 
output models should have a

"counter-balanced" engine to 
reduce vibration and create a 
more pleasant ride. Counter- 
balancing also extends the life 
of the engine and the unit's 
structural integrity. 

Powerirain lubrication. 
Make sure the transmission and 
gears are permanently 
lubricated to cut down on main- 
tenance worries. If they're not, 
you may experience excessive 
repairs and downtime. 

Transmissions. Riders 
generally feature a tran- 
smission/differential system, 
while tractors more commonly 
have a transaxle, in which both 
differential and transmission 
are in one sealed housing. If the 
model you are examining 
doesn't have these features, 
lower durability can result. 

Gears. The number of gears 
is critical to control and 
mowing quality. Better riders 
and tractors have a five-gear 
transmission that allows the 
operator to precisely match 
ground speed to mowing con- 
ditions. Ease of gear selection 
and throttle control is also im- 
portant: consider how quickly 
and easily you can change 
gears, and whether the throttle 
is in a convenient position 
relative to the gear-shift lever. 

How bit Built? 

To examine the construction, 
look for a good paint finish that 
evenly covers all metal surfaces; 
secure, solid welding or fittings 
at all junctures; and no sharp, 
protruding edges. All are 
critical to long produce life and 
ease of maintenance. 

Look for a unibody frame, 
the most durable type. This 
full-length design anchors all 
components, providing con- 
sistent strength and integrity of 
construction. A model that has 
a patched-together frame will 
definitely have a shorter life 
span. 

Maintenance will be easier 
and servicing less costly if you 
can access all components 
easily. Take a close look at 
component quality and ac- 
cessibility. 

The Steering Test 
Most riders and tractors have 
either an automotive-type 
steering wheel or bicycle-type 
handlebars. The steering wheel 
is more comfortable and offers 
more solid control and ease of 
steering over rough terrain. 

Rack and pinion steering is a 
state-of-the-art system offered 
on some models. It provides 
better control and durability^ 
than other options. A five-to- 
one steering ratio, standard on 
some models, is like a car's 
power steering; it requires only 
one-fifth of the normal turning 
effort, and transfers only one- 
fifth of any shocks from 
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ground resistance or obstacles 
back to the driver's hands. 
Also, look for "adjustable tie 
rods" within the steering 
system; they are key to con- 
sistently accurate steering and 
control. 

Wide pneumatic rubber tires 
provide a smoother mowing 
ride than narrow tires and also 
have less "tracking" effect on 
the grass. Tracking occurs when 
the grass pushed down by the 
tires doesn't quickly bounce 
back up. A rider or tractor 
leaving excessive tracking will 
also deliver a ragged cut, 
because the mower's 
vacuuming force may not be 
strong enough to pull up the 
grass for a clean cut. 

Pay Attention To Safety 

The most important safety 
features to look for in a rider or 
tractor are: 1) a blade clutch/ 
stopping system that quickly 
stops the blade when the 
operator disengages it; 2) an 
"interlock" starting system 
that prevents the engine from 
being started except when the 
model is in neutral and the cut- 
ting deck is disengaged; and 3) a 
"dead-man" switch connected 
to the seat if the operator leaves 
or falls from his seat. You 
might also look for a disc brake 
system similar to that on 
automobiles. 

Catting Quality 
Cutting quality is determined 
by both the actual blade and the 
cutting deck system. A good 
cutting blade will be made of 
tempered steel, be slightly 
angled to provide good lifting 
action (literally vacuuming cut 
grass out of the deck) and will 
not vibrate under any circum- 
stances. If the blade is doing 
its job, all grass blades will be 
pulled up straight for a clean 
cut. 



The best models have 
features to keep the cutting 
deck evenly following the 
ground and not "scalping" the 
surface. Pivoting front axles, 
for instance, allow the deck 
evenly following the ground 
and not "scalping" the surface. 
Pivoting front axles, for instan- 
ce, allow the deck to follow 
ground imperfections, while a 
floating deck complements that 
system by altering its position 
as ground contours change. Ac- 
tual anti-scalp systems are also 
available, providing a blade 
disc that will not allow the 
blade to get too close to the 
ground and adjustable wheels 
at the rear of the deck. 

Riders and tractors are both 
available with convenient 
bagging and grass discharge 
features. A side-discharge 
system allows the grass to shoot 
out the side onto the already- 
cut grass when bagging isn't 
required. When bagging is 
desired, the lifting effect from 
the blade propels cuttings into 
the rear bag. Many models have 
a bagging system that feeds the 
grass directly off the top of the 
cutting deck into the bag; other 
systems feed the grass off the 
side discharge, a less-direct 
route and thus less efficient. 

A variety of bagging systems 
are available, intluding twin 
baggers that hold plastic lawn 
bags, grass catchers that collect 
all clippings in one large con- 
tainer that can be easily dum- 
ped on a compost pile and 
single bags of varying 
capacities. Try attaching and 
detaching the bag or catcher 
yourself — you'll be prac- 
ticing it plenty in the future. If 
it takes minutes, not seconds, to 
attach or detach the bagging 
system, you might consider 
another model.

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Gardeners should inspect land for scale insects

Chesapeake gardeners should 
inspect their landscapes now for 
scale insects. 

San Jose scale is perhaps the 
most widely distributed and most 
destructive scale insect pest in the 
United States. Scale insects are a 
peculiar group which look quite 
different from the typical insects 
we encounter day to day. Small, 
immobile, and with no visible 
legs or antennae, they resemble 



individual fish scales pressed 
tightly against the plant on which 
they are feeding. Mature San 
Jose scales are circular, slightly 
convex, and smoky black. They 

are about one-sixteenth of an inch 
across. Under a magnifying glass, 
conspicuous dark gray concentric 
rings are visible. 

Like all scale insects, San Jose 
scales feed on plant sap. They 
have long, thread-like mouthpar- 

ts (stylets) which they use to 
feed on plant sap while under the 
protection of their wa.xy, scale-

like coverings. 

Over sixty plants, including 
apple, pear, peach, cherry, ash, 
poplar, lilac, dm,^ willow, 
pyracantha and cotoneaster, are 
known hosts for the San Jose 
scale. Feeding by the insects 
slowly reduces plant vigor. 
Heavily infested plants grow 
poorly and may suffer dieback of 
twigs and branches. Oc- 
casionally, an infested host will 
be so weakened that it dies. 

Control of scales must be 



carefully planned to coincide 
with vulnerable stages of the scale 
life cycle. San Jose scale is an ar- 
mored scale; that is, it secretes a 

protective cover over its body. It 
overwinters as eggs beneath the 
female cover. At this stage, 
domant oil is an effective control. 
Apply it in late spring before 
leaves appear. 

The other vulnerable stage in a 
scale insect's life is the crawler 
stage, when newly hatched scales 



are migrating to new feeding 
sites. After a few days the 
crawlers settle, insert their 
mouthparts, and begin feeding. 
Soon they secrete their protective 
cover and lose their legs. Several 
insecticides are labelled to control 
scale crawlers, but timing is im- 
portant as the crawler stage is 
short. In Virginia, there are at 
least three generations of San 
Jose scale a year, with the crawlers 
appearing roughly from June 10 to 
15, July 10 to 15 and September 10 
to 15.

Community petitions being circulated, officer says

I think we accomplished our 
goal by picketing last week 
because of all the publicity and 
attention we are receiving since 
then," said Tom Abbott, 
president of the Virginia Beach 
Police Benevolent Association 
(PBA). 

"I am receiving countless 
phone calls from concerned and 
supportive citizens at my home 
and precinct." 

About 100 of the city's police 
officers recently picketed city 



hall, trying to arouse public sup- 
port to put more pressure on city 
council to increase wages and 
benefits for the city's ap- 
proximately 550 police officers. 
The picketers consisted of PBA 
as well as Virginia Beach 
Sergeant Association (PSA) 
members. Another picket may be 
held at the oceanfront, Abbott 
said, but a fmal decision has not 
been reached. 

In addition to media coverage, 
Abbott said he has heard of at 
least two community petitions 
being circulated calling for better 



salaries and benefits for Virginia 
Beach officers. Abbott said he is 
optimistic that the increased 
public awareness will have some 
impact on city council, which is 
the city's only body of people 
empowered to affect the requests. 

Virginia Beach Police Chief 
Charles Wall can make budget 
recommendations to city council 
reflecting increases but doesn't , 
actually have the power to 
authorize them. He said he sym- 
pathizes with his officers but as 
police chief he is forced to look at 
the big picture, which includes all 
city employees.

Report cards went out last 
week and a flurry of notes and 
telephone calls have followed 
with anxious and/or angry paren- 
ts wanting to know why their 
child was not meeting "expec- 
tations." 

This barrage of parental con- 
cern comes on a nine-week cycle; 
the same cycle as report cards. 
Invariably, teachers become 
frustrated with these cyclical bur- 
sts of concern, because they 
know that the student's, perfor- 
mance or lack of performance, 
did not happen the day the report 
card came out, but during the 



grade over a nine-week period is 
not going to "destroy" a budding 
scholar's career. 

"But my child just doesn't get 
a C on his report card," says the 
parent.

"I do and he says school is fine 
and that he never has any home- 
work," says the parent. 

By this time in the coversation 
both the parent and the teacher 
are starting to see some oppor- 
tunity for solving their problem.

We are starting to find out 
that, if seemingly uncaring paren- 
ts are shown appropriate ways 
that they can care, progress can 
be made. For example, which 
behavior shows appropriate care? 

"You better learn how to read 
or I will take away TV for a 
week." 

"I think you can improve your 
reading by reading to me before 
school each morning. For every 
morning that you read to me, you 
will be allowed to watch TV that 
evening." 

It is easy to make the right 
decision reading this column, but 
it is much harder to actually 
make that decision in real life. 
After all, getting ready for work 
and getting kids ready for school 
make it tough to maintain the 
discipUne needed to take time for 
our ideal "reading to me" ac- 
tivity. 

Maybe we could come up with 
a report card for parents and 
teachers as well. It would be 
issued every nine- weeks. Parents 
would be graded on how much 
time they helped their children 
and teachers would be graded on 
how effective they were in class. 
Actually, report cards probably 
won't work any better for adults 
than they do for many kids. 
Report cards just can't take the 
place of consistent interest in 
student learning and progress.

Inspect hotel rooms for fire detectors

With the summer months 
quickly approaching, many of us 
will be planning vacations and 
will have to stay in a hotel for 
several nights. Please consider 
these few safety tips when sear- 
ching for your overnight accom- 
modations. 

Most hotel chains have toll- 
free numbers for reservations. So 
when you ask for a price quote, 
you should also ask about fire 
protection. Do they have smoke 
detectors? Where are they? In the 



rooms or in the hallway? It would 
be to your advantage for the 
smoke detectors to be in both the 
hallway and your individual 
room. Is there a fire alarm system 
for the entire building? If there 
was a fire below you, it would be 
nice to know it. 

After you arrive at the hotel, 
inspect your room. Look for the 
smoke detector and ask when it 
was tested last. Outside in the 
hallway, look for the exit sign to 
the stairwell. Count the number 
of doors to the exit from your 
door. In case of power failur^ or 
smokey conditions, you could 
crawl to the exit just by feeUng 
the number of doors you pass. 

Locate the number to the front 
desk and also the emergency 



number and write it down on a 
pad by the phone. If you ^re 
reporting a fire, call the front 
desk and the fire department. 
Sometimes the front desk will 
send a bellboy to investigate a fire 
alarm before the fire department 
is notified and this causes a delay 
in help arriving. 

Remember, all fire department 
ladders across the country can 
only reach the seventh and eighth 
floor, and sometimes even less if 
the parking lots are full. Other 
things to consider are, if you are 
awaken during the night by the 
fire alarm, crawl to the door and 
feel it with the back of your 
hand. If the door is warm, do not 
open it. Go to the window and

City of- 
ficials or council members can 
not, however, negotiate with 
PEA or PSA officials, Abbott 
said. 

"The open-door policy is not 
effective," Abbott said. "The 
Virginia Beach police force, with 
over 550 sworn officers, needs 
representation which must be 
recognized and heard by the 
city." 

Wall said his office has not 
received any calls or complaints 
from the public resulting from 
the police protest. He also said he 
is unaware of any action, positive 
or negative, any city officials 
have taken because of the picket. 

"I share the same concerns my 
officers have," Wall said, "but I 
do not approve of the method^ 
they are using to bring about a 
change; there are other avenues 
open to individuals that can be 
utilized." 

Abbott described the morale of 
his precinct the second, as being 
"poor," although he has seen a 
difference in his fellow officers 
spirits because of the PBA's ef- 
forts. 

"The guys appreciate what we 

dre uyiiig lu do," saio Abbott. 
"Many police officers have per- 
sonally thanked me or apologized 
for not attending the picket." 
The main reason for the low 



morale, he said, is the 
frustrations felt by police officers 
concerning their present pay, 
health benefits and pension plan. 

"Our major grievance is our 
horrendous benefits," said Ab- 
bott. "Year after year, our 
benefits have disappeared." 

Because of police burn-out, a 
twenty-year f>ension plan would 
be ideal, said Wall. "The 
problem is that the plan has not 
gone through state legislation 
yet." 

"Sure, I'd like to see my 
ofpcers make more m^my 
§nd enjoy better beneftts^** 
%e said, *'but the city has 
S»000 employees to think 
about and contend with, * * 



Abbott said police officers 
deserve special consideration 
and deserve more than a three- 
percent raise. 

"We put our necks on the line 
everyday we hit the streets, and 
we probably cover more miles 
and people than most Northern 
Virginia police officers, who are 
paid better than we are." 

The national average ratio of 
polia officers to citizens is 1 to 
540, Abbott said. In Virginia 
Beach, the ratio is 1 to 750, not 
including more than one million 



tourists who annually visit the 
city. 

Abbott predicts that more of- 
ficers will leave the department 
for better paying jobs and 
benefits if some positive changes 
do not occur. Since January, 12 
fellow officers have resigned, ac- 
cording to Abbott. 

"Three of my friends have left 
the force just in this month," 
said Abbott. "They couldn't take 
the stress and frustrations 
anymore." 

During the past three years 98 
police officers have left the force, 
said Wall. The total number in- 
cludes resignations, dismissals, 
deaths and retirements. 

"Only 20 percent of our of- 
ficers left the department for bet- 
ter paying jobs," said Wall. 
"Approximately 12 men went to 
federal agencies for employment, 
and the rest wanted to relocate." 

Wall said he hates to lose good 
and capable officers and that it is 
difficult trying to replace ex- 
perienced professionals; but he 
has to expect some resignations 
because of the size of his 
organization. 

The PBA consists of about 150 
members. If the PBA and PSA 
are successful, however, the in- 
creases would apply to all of- 
ficers.

"Everybody seems to be oc- 
cupied with sidewalks," he told 
council Monday, and getting 
people to walk on them instead of 
driving around on the city's 
crowded roads. 

Have you ever seen the people 
on TV in downtown New York, 
Philadelphia and Dallas walking 
on sidewalks during the rush 
hour? He asked. "They look in- 
sane and Virginia Beach has 
enough insanity now." 

Council also apparently was 
not ready to take on the Pem- 
broke area as a central business 
district, council voted 
unanimously to adopt the new 
City Zoning Ordinance (CZO), 
effective immediately, without 
making the changes requested by 
the Cejitral Business District 
Association (CBD). The changes 
would have permitted taller 
buildings closer to the sidewalks 
and reduced the required number 
of parking spaces. In short, make 
Pembroke look more like the 
traditional downtown areas. 

CBD has hired a consultant to 
prepare a master plan for a 
downtown business district in the 
Pembroke area. 

Jerald Divans, a realtor and 
developer, representing CBD, 
said the group is requesting a 
more coordinated, attractive 
area, or the city will have merely 
an ugly flrban sprawl. 

The realtors, said Granger, 
"have given us urban 
sprawl . . . we've got sprawl. 
Let's take advantage of what 
we've got." Most downtowns, he 
said, have a civic center which at- 
tracts satellite development like 
law offices, but lawyers would be 
hard put getting from Pembroke 
to the courthouse at Princess An- 
ne, he suggested. 

Granger said that he had not 
read any "reasonable rationale" 
for a downtown. 

"I can speculate it has 
something to do with dollars," he 
said. "Tear down a four-story 
building and put up an eight- 
story building; the square foot 
value is up tremendously." 

He then wanted to know how 
the people using the sidewalks are 
going to get there. "They can't 
get on sidewalks unless they come 
in (by cars.)" 

Granger and Divaris were 
among the 15 persons who spoke 
at the public hearing on the CZO 
which has been two years in the 
making. 

Of the requests heard Monday 
(most have been heard before) 
council instructed the staff to 
prepare a list which council will 
review. Tbose which have been 
studied extensively previously by 
council will be eliminated, some 
may be considered and\ others 
may be sent to the Planning 
Commission for review. 

In addition to adopting the 
zoning ordinance, council: 

•Deferred action on an or- 
dinance regarding variances. 

•Adopted an ordinance 
requiring that where a side or rear 
of a residential lot abuts a major 
right-of-way (90 feet or more in 
width) category VI screening will 
be located along the right-of-way 
line with no right of ingress or 
egress across the buffer. 

•Adopted an ordinance 
requiring that lot lines shall not 
vary from the perpendicular or 
radial side lot lines by more than 
30 degrees unless the variation 
has no bearing on the lot width 
requirements. 

•Established the Stormwater 
Management Regulations, 
Procedures and Requirements. 

•Approved a resolution adop- 
ting landscape and buffering 
specifications and standards to be 
applied in connection with the 
zoning ordinance. 

•Approved a resolution to 
adopt transitional rules to be 
followed in connection with the 
revision of the CZO. 

•Among the latter requiremen- 
ts is that the CZO is effective 
immediately. 

Other transition provisions 
are: 

•Preliminary subdivision plats, 
site plans or other plans will be 
honored between April 18 and 
the date of expiration but not 
jbeyond. 

•Site plans and subdivision 
plans submitted for approval 
before April 18 will be reviewed 
in accordance with the ordinance 
in effect at the time of sub- 
mission. Rejected plans which 
are resubmitted may be reviewed 
one more time under the terms of 
the ordinance in effect wl^i first 
submitted but only within a 
period of 60 days from the first 
rejection and only if the plan is 

) 
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fully in compliance with the or- 
dinance. 

•All site plans and subdivision 
plans rejected before April 18 
and resubmitted within 60 days 
of the date of rejection will be 
reviewed in accordance with the 
ordinance at the time of the 
original submittal, but only if the 
plan is in compliance with that 
ordinance. 

•Terms of all conditional use 
permits or conditions placed 
upon rezonings remain in effect 
until the date of expiration. 

•Any rezoning applications 
filed prior to April 18 but not ac- 
ted upon by the Planning Com- 
mission by then can be converted 
to a new district on request of the 
applicant. Otherwise the ap- 
plicant is free to withdraw his ap- 
plication with all fees refunded. 

•Applications for conditional 
use permits filed prior to April 18 
but which are no longer con- 
ditional uses, will be terminated 
with all fees refunded to the ap- 
plicant. 

•Applications for conditional 
use permit filed prior to April 18, 
considered after April 18, but 
subject to different conditions, 
are required to adhere to the new 
code. 

Council also adopted a 
resolution asking the staff to 
prepare a list for council regar- 
ding the concerns added by 
speakers at the public hearing 
and by council and to act ex- 
peditiously on the list. 

Councilwoman Reba Mc- 
Clanan said that whe would 
return within 60 days with 
changes in the landscaping or- 
dinance. 

Councilman Harold 

Heischober said that Wells' con- 
cerns may be addressed by the use 
of conditional zoning. He added, 
however, that the applicant can 
choose between conventional and 
conditional zoning. 

Councilman John D. Moss 
also underlined the importance of 
having the city adopt its own 
noise abatement ordinance. He 
said that the State requires that 
the city address noise abatement 
in connection with the coiostnac- 
tion of roads. On the same issue, 
he said that the city also should 
consider increased setbacks to 50 
feet, where a subdivision abuts a 
major street. 

CBD seeks changes 

On behalf of the CBD, 
Divaris requested: 

1. An increase in the height 
limits in commercial districts. In 
Pembroke the ratio for building 
heights is 2.5. That is, a building 
can be constructed no more than 
two-and-a-half times the area of 
the lot. The CBD would have the 
ratio increased to four. Divaris 
said the limitation would impede 
the development of a skyline. 

2. A reduction in the front set- 
back requirement from 35 to 10 
feet. This is essential, said 
Divaris, for Pembroke to become 
a people place. With builalngs 
closer together, people would be 
encouraged to walk more. 

3. A reduction in the number 
of parking spaces required for 
large shopping centers. He said 
that large centers have overlap- 
ping uses and do not need as 
many spaces per gross area as do 
smaller centers. The new or- 
dinance requires one space for 
every 200 square feet of floor 
area. The CBD would have the 
spaces reduced to one for every 
320 square feet. 

4. The city should allow for 
small spaces for compact cars in 
parking areas. The CZO provides 
for compact cars in parking 
garages, but not on open lots. 



5. Developers should be 
allowed a 90-day grace period 
before being required to comply 
with the new parking requiremen- 
ts. 

In answer to a question from 
Councilman John D. Moss, 
Divaris said that he could not say 
whether the space saved from 
smaller compact car spaces would 
be allocated for open space. 
Divaris also suggested public 
parking garages. Moss wanted to 
know whether the garages would 
be public in that they would be 
paid for by the taxpayers or paid 
for by private interests for use by 
the public. 

CHvaris said that he could not 
say how the garages would be 
paid for, but that they would be 
for the public. 

William J. Holloran Jr., 
executive secretary of the 
Virginia Beach Council of the 
Hampton Roads Chamber of 
Conunerce, listed the Chamber's 
requests as follows: 

1. Decrease the parking spaces 
required for offices from one for 
every -250 square feet of a floor 
area to one for every 300 to 320 
square feet. 

2. Reduce parking spaces 
required for large shopping cen- 
ters. 

3. Set aside 50 percent of the 
parking area for compact cars. 

4. Allow for a 90-day grace 
period to comply with the 
parking requirements. 

5. Eliminate height restrictions 
which will prevent high rises in 
the business district. 

6. Do not force non- 
conforming users to comply with 
the new code. 

Tuck Bowie, chairman of the 
Municipal Affairs Committee of 
the Tidewater Builders 
Association (TBA), said the new 
document is easier to read, but 
listed three issues of the TBA: 

1 . The minimum lot size for a 
single-fainily home should be 
reduced from 7,5(X) square feet to 
5,500 square feet. 

2. The elimination of the PDH- 
2 (planned development). He said 
the TBA always felt that the 
zoning was a viable tool and that 
the elimination of - the 
classification was not absolution 
to the problem. He asked that 
council re-evaluate the zoning 
category. 

3. Storm water management 
ordinance. He asked that the 
TBA be allowed to participate in 
a master storm water 
management plan . 

Robert Bain, an architect, 
questioned the change in the 
working in a section governing 
height regulations. The original 
wording allowed for a variation 
in height allowance if the struc- 
ture is divided from adjacent 
property by a street, alley or 
permanent open space. 

"Permanent open space" was 
changed in the new ordinance to 
"25-foot body of water." "I 
don't understand the change, 
said Bain. 

He said the new requirements 
put a constraint on the develop- 
ment of B-2 Commercial Proper- 
ty. He asked for the return to the 
wording, "permanent open 
space." 

Betty Wells said she had four 
goals for residential neigh- 
borhoods. 

1. Eliminate the garish colors 
of businesses in residential areas. 
She said that the colors are a kind 
of obnoxious intrusion. 

2. Limit the number and hours 
of gas stations in residential 
areas. She said lights from service 
stations are glaring all night long.

The High Occupancy Vechicles 
(HOV) lanes, restricted to 
vechicles with three or more 
riders, have been temporarily 
rescindered under legislation 
passed by the General Assembl/. 

The HOV lift went in effect 
Wednesday, April 13, and is 
predicted to continue to 1991 un- 
til the first three miles of the In- 
terstate 64 HOV system are oam- 
pleted, according to Carol A. 
Russell. Marketing Coordinator 
for Tidewater Regional Transit. 

"I don't think the abolishing 
of the HOV lanes will probably 
show a positive effect on traffic 
for about six months." said 
Russell. "Although the traffic 
has been extremely l^t lately." 



Russell said she does not think 
"ride sharing" will terminate 
completely because of the rescin- 
dering of the HOV lanes. 

"Ride sharing programs will 
just grow slower now," said 
Russell, "The HOV temporary 
elimination results in one less 
alternative for the public." 

Five-hundred vechicles were 
utilizing the HOV system, accor- 
ding to the last count of the 
Virginia Department of Tran- 
sportation.

The innovation of com- 
puterized mapping and the 
establishment of a management 
program to deal with the 
massive Capital Improvement 
Program (CPI) which exceeds 
over a half a million dollars, 
was a result of his staffs efforts, 
he said. 

"I am also very proud of the 
innovation of our solid waste 
management and automated 
refuge collection," Lambert 
added. 

Lambert is responsible for a 
$50 million operating budget 
and 6S0 employees involved 
with engineering services, traf- 
fic engineering, highway main- 
tenance and solid waste 
management serving 365,000 
Virginia Beach residents. 

With the expectation that 
Virginia Beach would see con- 
tinued rapid population 
growth, Lambert initiated an 
assessment of anticipated levels 
of service, according to Ann M. 
Glaser, of the American Public 
Works Association (APWA). 

Lambert also investigated the 
available resources for an ac- 
celerated roadway backlog 
reduction program. The depar- 
tment was then prepared for a 
reorganization of its 
engineering division when city 
council increased the CIP from 
$100 million to $405 million. 

Through Lambert's 
organization and guidance, an 
agreement was reached for the 
largest professional service con- 
tract in the city's history. With 
this achievement, it is now 
possible to maintain and im- 
prove the CIP design and right 
of way acquisition schedules for 
the city's roadway . 'im- 
provement projects. 

In 1987, Lambert established 
a Yard Debris Trailer Program, 
in which 4, 750 Virginia Beach 
residents used city trailers to 
dispose of 1,289 tons of debris. 
Normally, this would have 
required 232 refuse collection 
packer vehicle loads to accom-

Qty council considers 
eight zoning changes

After combing through a list of 
25 recommended changes in the 
new City Zoning Ordinance, 
along with the Stormwater and 
Subdivision ordinances and Lan- 
dscaping, Screening and Buf- 
fering Specifications and Stan- 
dards, city council came up with 
a list of dght it will consider im- 
mediately. 

Most of the other requests were 
dropped because Council decided 
they had already been studied in 
depth during the course of 
writing the zoning ordinance. 
Requests pertaining to the Cen- 
tral Busines District (CBD) 
proposed for the Pembroke Mall 
area were deferred until a con- 
sultant's study, commissioned by 
the CBD Association, is com- 
pleted. 

The recommendations were 
made by special interest groups, 
individual citizens and council 
members, most at the public 
hearing on the CZO last week 
before the proposed document 
was adopted by council. 

At a work session Monday, 
council chose the following items 
scrutinize more closely: 

•Office parking. Speakers 
requested that the office parking 
ratio be changed from one space 
per 250 square feet of floor area 
to one si»ce per 300 or 320 
square feet of floor area. Mayor 
Robert G. Jones said there 
seemed to be good on both sides 
of this question. 

Councilman Robert V. Fen- 
tress points out that the national 
standard is for one space for 
every 300 square feet. Planning 
Director Robert Scott said that 
the staff made a survey of 
localities throughout the country 
and found that many localities 
rely more on mass transit, and 
that 2S0 iquan feet was close to 
the medium requirraient. "I have 



never hear anyone say we had 
adequate parking," he said. 

Councilwoman Reba Mc- 
Clanan said that maybe a double 
standard was needed. She jaid 
the problem is more pronou|pd 
with smaller office parks. 'j, 

•Shopping center parking. 
Speakers proposed adding ad- 
ditional levels of parking 
requirements for larger shoppirtg 
centers and shopping malls. 

•Setbacks from major rigbt-of- 
ways. Councilman John 
suggested that the city reqdire a 
minimum 50-foot setback from 
major right-of-ways for all 
residential lots. The ordinance 
should be written, said Mok so 
that no improvements will be 
permitted between the 30-foot 
and 50-foot mark. The distance 
and the landscaping would 

substitute for concrete walls and 
unattractive fences as sound 
barriers. 

•Maximum Height in B-2. B-3, 
and B-4 area. One speaker 
suggested that former wording \e^ 
retained. The ordinance read|^. 
that the height in these busines^^, 
districts be limited to 35 feet 
when adjacent to a residential or 
aparment district without an in- 
tervening street, alley or body of 
water over 25 fe« in width. The 
wording the speaker wanted 
restored was "without an inter- 
vening permanent open space 
over 25 feet in width in lieu of 
"body of water over 25 feet in 
width." 

Scott said the old way did not 
work. Part of the problem, he 
said, is that open space means 
different things to different 
people. He sugg«ted that the city 
select distance, say 100 feet, 
where the developer would have 
to abide by the height restriction. 
The height adjacent to a residen- 
tial or apartment district would 
be different than the height on

New zoning code curbs city's 
growth, not the beauty 

The new zoning code which was unanimously 
, voted on by city council recently seems to have 
Virginia Beach's best interests in mind. 

The new zoning code's main points were 
designed as an "expression of controUed-growth 
philosophy", according to Mayor Robert G. Jones. 
" Many of the changes are purely aesthetic; trying 
to preserve Virginia Beach's natural beauty and 
resources as it continues to rapidly grow and move 
forward. 

Houses must now be built on lots of 7,500 feet in- 
stead of the previously allowed 5,000 feet lots. This 
will enable houses to have larger yards, which will 
help beautify our neighborhoods'. 

Another aesthetic feature concerns apartment 
complexes; the code requires more open space for 
parks and playgrounds. This allows children who 
reside in apartments to be able to play close to 
home, and meet and become friends with their 
fellow neighbors. It also will provide a community 
atmosphere for apartment residents. 

The zoning code also includes storm-water 
management laws and landscape standards that will 
help beautify the city and purify its waterways. 

Drainage must not be controlled to minimize 
pollution; fences must now meet city specifications 
and standards, enabling a more uniformed look for 
neighborhoods; offices must have more parking 
spaces, which will provide convenience for com- 
muters; and the oceanfront hotels cannot be more 
than 100 feet tall at the beach but can go higher in 
steps, up to 200 feet, the farther the location from 
the boardwalk. 

The new zoning code's intent is not to stop 
Virginia Beach's necessary growth and produc- 
tivity, but to curb some aspects of growth, while 
tryfa^ to maintain the city's beauty. — J.C. 
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Councilwoman Parker was recently appointed to the local Gover- 
nment Advisory Committee to the Chesapeake Executive Council by 
Governor Gerald Baliles.

walking, and stick to it. 

The experts say exercising 
approximately an hour three 
times a week is sufficient.

If you Still haven't found 
Munden Point Park, it's time you 
joined the 81,700 people who 
picnicked, played ball, threw 
horseshoes and caught fish in the 
park last year. 

Just take Princess Anne Road 
past Creeds and look for the sign. 
The park is 15 miles beyond the 
Municipal Center but it's a 
beautiful drive through rural 
Virginia Beach and well worth 
the effort once you arrive. Now 
that spring is here, the park is 
coming alive with color and ac- 
tivity. 

Munden Point Park consists of 
one hundred acres of partially 
wooded land, with access to en- 
dless square miles of fine boating 
waters. One mile north of the 
North Carolina line, the park lies 
on the North Landing Biver 
which is part of the Intracoastal 
Waterway. 

There's plenty to do at Munden 
Point-if you feel like doing 
anything more than relaxing un- 
der a tree. Throw horseshoes, 
play volleyball or rent a canoe 
and explore the trail that winds a 



mile and a half up the creek. 
With luck you might find a 
muskrat with her kittens. You 
may see a deer in the woods near 
your picnic shelter, or maybe you 
prefer to keep an eye on the 
dozens of yachts and sailboats 
heading north on the waterway at 
this time of year. 

Like all Virginia Beach parks, 
Munden Point is an excellent 
place to hold family or office 
picnics. In fact, it's good time to 
start making plans and reserve a 
shelter through the new reser- 
vations system at Mount Trash- 
more. 

For park supervisor Al 
Garrett, working at Munden 
Point Park is like coming home. 

"I grew up down here," said 
Garrett, "and was happy to be 
able to come back here to work." 

Garrett, the only permanent 
full time employee of the park, 
lives just down the road. 

Since you rarely find Garrett 
out of the park, some suspect he 
lives there. The fact is, he did at 
one time, in the brick house that 
was part of the parcel before it 
was purchased by the city in 1976 
and turned into a park. 

Garrett is a prime example of 
an employee who has worked his 
way through the park system. He 



began his career in 1%9, working 
as a park aide at Little Island 
Park during high school. He 
graduated to the City Marina and 
then Mount Trashmore before 
returning to Munden Point as 
park supervisor. 

Garrett is assisted at Munden 
Point by two permanent part 
timers in the off season and five 
seasonal staff members. 

"We do everything ourselves, 
maintenance, grass cutting, pain- 
ting, and helping people launch 
their boats," said Garrett. "It's 
definitely a team effort and takes 
cooperation on everyone's part. 
We have really high morale out 
here because we make it fun." 

Although 12,889 boats have 
been launched at Munden Point 
since it opened, Garrett says 

"lots of folks still haven't found 
us." 

Don't be uninitiated. Take your 
favorite picnic lunch and wear 
your canoeing clothes ! 

Munden Point Park facilities 
include five picnic shelters with 
grills; horseshoes; boat ramps - 
$2 fee; canoe and paddleboad 
rentals - $3 hour; three ballfields; 
playgrounds; volleyball courts; 
and basketball courts. 

Spring hours are 6:30 a.m. to 
sunset. To make picnic shelter 
reservations call 497-2157.

Coatinned from page 1 
the rest of the property. 

•Subdivision Ordinance issue. 
The issue is a requirement of a 
36-foot minimum pavement wid- 
th for residential streets in R-7.5 
and R-2.S Moss said that new 
information is available now. 

•Stormwater management 
issue — The issue is the exemption 
of development at less than five 
single-family or duplex dwelling 
units. McClanan said the 
problem with exempting five 
family units is that a large 
development can be created five 
units at a time without furnishing 
drainage for a large development. 

McClanan also will bring to 
council changes in the landscape, 
screening and bufferings 
specifications and standards 
suggested by Pat Bridges, lan- 
dscape architect. 

Allowing compact car parking 
spaces (30 to 50 percent) in all 
parking lots failed to make the 
short list when six council mem- 
bers turned thumbs down. The 
CZO allows for compact car 
spaces in parking garages but not 
lots. 

Scott said that many people are 
not sure whether they're driving a 
compact car or not. 

Vice Mayor Meyera Oberndorf 
said that the smaller the space, 
the more likely the damages. 

Council also is inclined to con- 
sider more control over buisness 
near residential neighborhoods. 
One speaker suggested that the 
service stations be limited near 
residential neighborhoods. Ober- 
ndorf said that a full-service 
station can be a good neighbor. 
The city may not be permitt«i to 
limit gas stations by law, but, 
said Moss, it can limit the acreage 
for businesses in residential 
neighborhoods. 

McClanan said that i^ service 
station is not what it was five 
years ago, tea ynrs ago. She 



referred to one operation on Red 
Mill Road, saying that "the 
people don't Uke it." 

Council decided to consider the 
matter of service stations and 
Moss's suggestion at a later date. 

Council also decided to place 
on an agenda a proposed sub- 
division variance ordinance 



which was deferred last week so 
that it could be defeated, leaving 
the old one in effect. 

Councilwoman Barbara 
Henley said that the proposed 
ordinance was so broad that there 
would be no reason to turn down 
a request for a variance.

"In the past, the officer had to 
remain on the scene until the 
wrecker arrived to tow the vehicle 
away," said Jacocks. "That 
could be anywhere from 15 to 45 
minutes." 

The police department now has 
eight cars with push bumpers. 
Currently all are based at the 
Kempsville substation where 
Jacocks has been informally 
testing their usefulness. 

During the first three months, 
the bars were used on 64 separate 
occasions and reduced the 



amount of waiting time for police 
officers by approximately 40 man 
hours. 

The department plans to add 
the bars, which cost less than 
$100 each, to 50 additional 
vehicles this year. They will save 
the ctiy approximately 1,000 man 
hours or $15,000. 

Don't be surprised if Jacocks 
submits another winning idea in 
the future. 

As he put it, "I'm always 
looking for ways to do the job a 
little more efficiently - to free up 
officers of patrolling."
